A snowy egret, the first bird of its 
siHH’les captured near Washlnlfton In 
nlfimst a cfuitury. Was the prize catch 
last .siiimner for William Howard 
Mall. Hejirge Waslilngton ITnlverslty 
senior and ornithologist. No .other 
rr-presenlatlve of this family of birds, 
almost wiped <7nt in Ih** ”,gay nine- 
Ill's” to furnlslt plumes for femlnlm* 
lieadgear. has been caiighl here since 
1K4J. 

The Idg while Idrd. oyer two feet In 
length from liill to tall, was seen 
var y one morning by Mall, as he 
wandered along Itie Imiiks of the Po- 
tomac, searching for sandpipers. He 
(juickly raised his shotgun and killed 
Ibis member of an unliicky‘ family of 
birds. Wading into the mud flats on 
which the bird had fallen, ho seized 
ills prize. Tills parlli-ular egret will 
make a ladter show than some of its 
fellow martyrs to civilization, for 
itnll has inoupted It and will present 
it to the HmlUisonlnn in the near fu- 
ture. 

The- greater part of ihe summer 
was spent l»y Malt in a hunt for rare 
specimens of the elusive sandpiper. 
Among other species of these birds, 
which are somi'tlmes known us 
''aniiie”. was an unusual type, called 
the stilted sandpiper. 

Ball has been studying and colleit- 
Ing birds throughout his three years 
at G. W. U.. ami has many beautiful 
and unusual mounted specimene of 
rare birds, some of which are in a 
museum at the Smithsonian Inatilu 
tlon. He plans to make this study 
his life Work.
